It was met 
firmly by the Americans, however, 
as was last week's German thrust in 
the same region and the enemy was 
driven back. Besides repulsing this 
enemy attack the Americans on the 
Lorraine front were active in patrol 
work in which they took a number of 
German prisoners.

ceived in London say that the Brit- 
ish, French and Italian ambassadors 
in Tokio have or will immediately 
ask the Japanese government to take 
whatever action it may consider nec- 
essary to oppose German propaganda 
in Siberia and to protect the military 
stores at Vladivostok.

The hill land is almost all underlaid 
vlth limestone, and grows fine blue- 
grass.

not recognize them as grass-fed cattle 
for they look like corn-feds.

Some little wheat is raised, no oats, 
some corn. The hill land is fertile and 
w ill average up BO to SO bushels 
of 
corn, and I saw several fields that ran 
about 105 bushels this fall, 
but the 
largest field I have seen in corn is ten 
acres, usually less than five acres in a. 
corn field, and all planted 
by 
hand, 
plowed with a hillside* plow, planted 
with one of these hinged "corn droppers, 
and hoed by hand. 
One man takes 
care of five acres by hand. The corn 
tields are on hillsides that slope about 
this angle. 
Quite a few of the farmers have put 
in silos, there are 
about 300 in the 
county, now, just put in the last three 
years since they have a county agent, 
W. D. Zinn, who you will remember 
writes a page for the National Stock- 
man and J-'armer each issue, called "the 
'l"i'-trinias." He is a very good practical 
farmer. I went over to Phillippi and 
£<iw nis farm, the Woodbine Farm. It is 
about 25 miles from here by auto, and 
about 55 by train. 
Cost me $8.75 for 
the trip by machine, so I do not go over 
each afternoon. 
Almost all of the land around here is 
underlaid with one or more strata of 
soft coal, oil and gas.

coal, etc., under it, as the cheapest 
farm land I have heard 
of, without 
mineral rights is over $100 per acre, 
and it has an abandoned coal mine un- 
der it and the mine is caving in, caus- 
ing- large holes in the farm where they 
lose several head of cattle and horses 
each year. 
Most of the roads are almost impas- 
sable at this time of the year except by 
horseback. Most of the machines are 
laid up for the winter on this account. 
The .ground is thawed enough 
for 
plowing' .and some of the farmers start- 
ed to plow last week but it has rained 
several days now so that will set them 
back a good bit, but most of them 
plowed last fall so thev do not care. 
We have trouble with 
seed 
corn 
down here, same as in Licking county. 
Most of it tests about 30 per cent, but 
we located 500 bushels of the 1916 crop 
on one farm and it tests over 80- per 
cent and is a good early maturing yel- 
low dent, though not a pure Reid's 
Yellow Dent, and the owner, Dick Mayo 
agreed to sell it at $3.00 per bushel, so 
that helps out. 
I am a member of the Harrison coun- 
ty, (W. Va.) Farm bureau and attend 
their meetings each Saturday afternoon 
at the Courthouse. 
Still belong to the Licking County 
Farm Bureau, and watch their progress 
in the Advocate. 
The only fertilizer used here is 16 
per cent acid phosphate^ which costs 
the members of the farm bureau about 
$22 per ton delivered here, in 125 lb." 
bags, they use from 250 to 500 Ibs. p«r 
acre for the corn crop. 
\ 
A short rotation is used. Corn, crim- j 
son clover and vetch, or corn, rye, corn, 
or corn, mixed cowpeas. and corn again. 
Seed potatoes cost $2.50 per bushel, 
grown at Terra Alta, on the mountain, 
which would be about 
equivalent 
to 
northern grown stock. 
Black leg is bothering some of 
the 
districts. 
You know -we do not have 
townships but have irregular shaped 
areas, following the natural ridges or 
divides, and these are called districts, 
there are 13 in this county. 
This country down here is all right 
for its line, but 1 believe that I'll do my 
farming over in old Licking county. 
It looks like a good future for the 
stock, both cattle and sheep, and the 
large farm owners, 1.000 to 3.000 acres, 
are stocking up heavily. Labor is a. 
problem down here, and machine tillage 
and cultivation almost impossible. That 
is where you flatland farmers have the 
advantage. A tractor is 
impossible 
here because it can't get up the hill- 
side by itself, without pulling anything 
behind it- Binders are scarce, most of 
the grain is still cradled, so you see 
where the farm machinery comes in.

On the pay roll has been an average 
of 16 persons. 624 patients have re- 
ceix'ed treatment. 
In 1917 the hospital met the require- 
ments of the State Board of registra- 
tion and was accepted. 
In May 1917 occurred the fifth com- 
mencement of the training school, three 
young ladies receiving diplomas. 
On 
that occasion Dr. J. F. Baldwin of Co- 
.umbus said "The hospital that meets 
the requirements of the day in every 
respect will not make money." 
The 
treasurers report will prove the latter 
assertion true in this case. 
It is the 
aim of this report to prove the City 
Hospital is meeting the requirements 
of the day. 
The Board of Managers is divided in- 
to four committees viz., finance, train- 
ing school, equipment and house. 
It 
may prove interesting to know 
the 
work, and problems of these commit- 
tees. The finance committee fix prices 
of rooms, look after, bills and collec- 
tions, in co-operation with Superintend- 
ent and book keeper. 
The training 
school committee pass upon applica- 
tions for admission into school, confer 
with Superintendent in regard to com- 
forts, and treatment of pupils and hire 
or discharge nurses. 
The equipment committee is always 
busy, but the past year it has been its 
duty and pleasure, to repair and re- 
furnish the Nurses Home. 
The money for ttiis work was fur- 
nished by the Girls Twentieth Century 
Club from their Tag Day fund the en- 
tire fund being spent on equipment 
for hospital. The house committee buy 
supplies, cut and direct the work of 
making garments and all linens, also 
any kitchen supplies, as dishes, cook- 
ing utensils, or repairs.- 
These "committees are at any time 
subject to call from Superintendent for 
consultation, and all their reports are 
submitted to entire board at regular 
meetings. 
The year with its soaring- prices has 
presented problems greater than ever 
before. One, was the problem of suffi- 
cient heat 
Last winter, the hospital 
was sometimes too cold and the Board 
decided that whatever the, cost, this 
•winter, the building was to be heated. 
This problem was solved 
in 
this 
manner. A larger service pipe from the 
street was put in, a'nd gas has been the 
fuel, 
summer 
heat 
has 
prevailed 
throughout. 
The treasurer's report will prove the 
statement that the cost has been great- 
Late in December the Board was sur- 
prised by the resignation of Miss Eve- 
lyn Bietsch who had been an effi- 
cient and in most respects an unusual- 
ly capable Superintendent. 
The problem of finding a Superin- 
tendent at once looked impossible of 
solution at first. However it was hap- 
pily solved by two loyal Newark wom- 
en. interested in their home institution 
and trained for the work. 
Mrs. Guy Billingslea took charge as 
business manager and Mrs. T. A. Baz- 
ler as director of nurses. Our loyal 
graduates at once met the emergency. 
taking- charge 
of 
floors, 
operating 
rooms, and night Supervising. 
Fourteen pupils have entered the 
training school and some applications 
are yet to be considered. The Hospital 
now" has nurses enough to care for a 
capacity house. At the time of writing 
this report 30 patients are receiving 
treatment. 
Miss Gertrude Fowler" is? still with 
the Hospital as book-keeper and the 
Board appreciates her faithfulness and 
accuracy. 
Our former 
Superintendent. 
Miss 
Bietsch in two reports, published in the 
papers, made mention of the donations 
and the work being done. 
The Board 
would again express sincere apprecia- 
tion of the loyalty of the people of the 
county and citv. who from time to time 
donated, money, supplies, food, flowers 
and time, to the Hospital, also to those 
physicians who have been loyal, and 
interested 
in' 
the city 
institution, 
through all its »ps and downs. 
Institutions of many kinds may close 
during these days of war when only 
things worth while have a right to ex- 
ist. But the suffering- like the poor. 
we have always with us, and the City 
Hospital will prove its right to exist. 
and its rts-ht to the support of all good 
people, because it is endeavoring to 
meet a great need, with no 
money 
making aim or scheme, in mind.
